./ Volume Cap Allocation eligible projects: .002 (2/1 0 of 1%) of total amou nt of bonds issued utilizing 

volume cap allocation, minus the application fee . 
./ Non-Volume Cap Allocation eligible projects: .001 (1 / 10 of 1%) ofthe face value ofthe bonds issued, and 

then an annual of .0005 (51100 of 1%) ofthe outstanding balance yearly (minimum annual fee of$1,000 
and a maximum annual fee of$75,000).
